The Now York "Tribuuo" says: — An 
old issue which ovoiybody had for- 
gotten arnid tho oxciliup; coutrovorsiog 
of the times ciime up for aultlement io 
the Senate to-day, Mondfty. Ou the 
tablo.whoro it had been lying aince 
last session was tho veto message ac- 
companying thiT Bill to -reduce the 
President's salary to tho old figure 
of $25,000. It was takou up on motion 
of Senator Wright. A hUuvL debate 
occurred in which thn old arguments 
familiar to both sules were revived iu 
a compact form. Tijo uotiible feature 
of the 4j8cU88ipn was Senator Bayard's 
support M the Veto and Senator Conk- 
ling's opposition to it. Mr. Bayard 
said he thought ^HO, 000 none tooinoch 
for the Chief Executive. IMr. Oonkling 
maintaine.d-jtUat' $25,000 -Nvaa propor- 
tionally as liberal a compensation for 
the President as $3,000 for a Senator. 
The vote on passing tho Bill over this 
veto- was: Yeas, 1^5; Xiiys 19, not two- 
thirds in favor, so it w:is lost- More 
Kepublicaus followed Mr. Conkliug's 
lead than.Democrats Mr. Bayard's, but 
the vote haS 'little if - any political sig- 
nifisanco. Tho prevalent doubt as to 
who will bo tho next President made 
this a favorable occasion for deciding 
the ahwiion on its merits.

Ho attributes tho decrease 
in the growth of ccieuis entirely to tho 
operation of free tr;i(i(? 'and tho inereafc-od 
prospeHty.of meat cousumors, Ho states 
that one-seventh of the area of Irelinul 
has. b^S^ sold in the Landed Estdtes Court 
amounting to 3,000,000 aoros, and has 
been bought by 1(3,000 purchasers. The 
number of teuanls \vhi) have purchased 
the "fee "of their farms under tho "Bright 
clanses" of the Land Act is 530. Tho 
number .of first and Hucond-claHs houses 
in Ireland increased botweeu IS-ll and 
1871 more than one tliird.

Uaing t^ Qii^inary glairton 
ore, our oontempbraTy.-Bays", ' tbsy liave 
8ncoelS414,prodticing a qnality of iron 
of surpassing excellence, ii beina:, as tak- 
en from tho smelting furnaoo, fit for use 
without undergoing tho further process 
of puddling and rolling. Spooimons of 
tho ore, or tho iron wist from it, and of 
tho pig-iron heatod in a Lliicksniith's 
forgo, and hammorod out into various 
forms, were exhibited .proving conoluai voly 
the Buccosa of the experiment. Tho coat 
of producing a ton of iron at Marmora.by 
the UM o^ooal, would be not less than 
$20. 'Messrs. McOorqnodale and Holmes 
inform* "tile Ottawa Free Press that 
by the use of one and a half bar 
rels of petroleum thoy oan proifuoo : 
ton of iron at a cost of not to cxcood one- 
third of that amount. Theso gontloinon 
claim that, by their process, with m.i- 
ohiuery specially dosiguod therefor, tliov 
can with one and n half barrels of criulo 
petroleum manufacture of a ton of purn 

ron ore at a cost of S6 p«r ton, after pay 
ing all the expenses of quarrying, smelt 
ing, etp. . It.is needless to indicate tht 
immedBe importance of this discovery 
shoold it be found to bo as successful as 
stated, on practicable application to tho 
smelting process. In tho vicinity of Ottawa 
there are iooxhaustiblo depoai^.'j of iron 
ore, of exceptionally excellent qualit 
yielding an annually largo pereentago of 
pure iron from the oro, and uianufaotuiing 
a superior qualUy of metal. TIio great 
drawback to tho devolopmuut of thi.s miuo 
of wealth has boon tho cost of smolting. 
Tho oro is in boundless profusion, easy of 
BuocosB, and the situation offers every pos- 
sible advantage for a lucrative manudic 
turo. An onorgetie oflurt has boon iiiailo 
to substitute charcoal in tlu; jjlaoe of i^oal, 
which haa met with a fair moiisuro of suc- 
cess, but if tliis now process is found to 
be all that is claimed for it, tho whole 
diflioulty will be solved in a manner that 
will leave no doubt of the immediate and 
profitable dovfelopment of our principal 
mineral resource. PotrolGuin is one 
the staple products of Canada, and i 
be provided at an exceeding \u\y cost, and 
if it can be applied to tho manufacture of 
iron at the low cost of SO per ton,wn havo 
no doubt tho enterprise and capital will 
be speedily forthcoming to commence 
operations on a largo scale. Works are, 
it is said, to be at once establiehed at 
Belleville and Toronto, and ^heir opera- 
tions will'btf looked forward to with a 
largo degree of interest hy all who ap- 

preciuto tho importance of the movomont 
to this future of tho Ottawa Valley.

The Si. Petersburg Qaxette baspublished 
a leading artiole which gives a very un- 
favorable account of tho present state and 
future prospects of Russia. The present 
crisis began, in tho first instance, with 
the dillieulLioB and failures consequout on 
tho bankruptcy of Dr. Strousberg. The 
most important of thoso failures was that 
of tho Commercial and Loan Bank of 
Moscow. That disaster was succeeded, in 
the first months of the present year, by 
numerous suspensions throughout tho 
country. Then oame the great fair of 
Nijni Novgorod, and grave apprehensions 
were entertained as to its prospects of 
success. These fears, however, wore not 
fullillod, thanks mainly to tho opportune 
and judicious measures taken by tho Im- 
perial Bank, who gave facility for credits, 
for tho discount of nine mouths hills 
of exchange. Atio, tu„ ^nnuinrative h'h- 
coaa attained by the fair it was reason ih y 
hoped that affairs would show a d ei^iod 
change for the better, but in a few days a 
fresh batoli of failures took place, difQ- 
culties extended all over the country, and 
at last public feeling was worked up to a 
panic sU^to, and general cessation ot oon- 
tidonco ensued and still continues. Trade 
has come almost to a dead stop, and noiv 
fears of im mediate war havo come to add 
to general distress. Credit operations are 
at a standstill. The artiole to which wo 
refer gives the following statistics of the 
suspensions and the liabilities involved. 
The total number of failures has been 
about 275. Of theso (53 aro of Moscow 
firms, with a, liability of about 27, 50u, ()()() 
roubles (X-l,100,00()). As to tho other 
llrms, their liabilities are unknown; but 
taking thorn nt the low rate of £50,000 
roubles (X7,200) each, they would givo a 
grand total of 15,000,000 roubles, (about 
£6,200,000 in sterling money) for the 
whole of the stoppages.
